SAFE GUIDE 


In all ordinnry circumstances, 
thirst jg a safe guide as to the 
amount of fluld intake. For the 
sake of simplicity, It Is usual to 
speak of water intake, but all 
fluids count — soups, beverages, 
and the water content of food- 
suns, which may be consider- 
able, 


When's person bas been de- 
prived of fluids, he becomes 
thirsty. At the same time, the 
amount of water in the body is 
reduced, But if the mouth Is 
kept moist, without swallowing 
Nquid and, therefore, ‘without 
supplying the body's water de- 
ficiency, the thirst Ia relieved. 
And there are conditions in 
which thirst occurs when there 
is no water deficiency in the 
body. 


Dryness of tha month Is often 
a symptom of emotional disturb- 
ance—rage, fright, joy, surprise, 
shock. 3 


An Oriental device to test the

If his mouth 
is dry, and he is unable to do 
so, he {ts regarded as guilty. The 
test, of course, is unfalr, since 
innocence plus fear could*causo 
the same reaction. 


Excessive thirst Jo a symptom 
of some diseases. 


Diabetes insipidus, not to be 
confused with diabetes. mellitus 
(‘sugar’ diabetes), 1s accome 
panied ®y ereat thirst, huge 
intale of water, and great out- 
put of urinc. The excessive 
urination can be stopped by 
denying tho patient water, but 
then he suffers from thirst. The 
disoase is treated by injections 
of a hormone from the pituitary 
gland. , . 


Diabetes mellitus, too, exhibitr 
thirst os one of its symptoms. 
Here it is accompanied by ex- 
cessive hunger, increased urinary 
output, loss of Wwelght, weak- 
ness, drowsiness, and other 
symptoms. The distinctive 
feature of this discase is the loss 
of needed sugar through the 
urine, with disturbed fat utilisa- 
tlon in the body, and acidosis 
resulting in coma. 


DRINK WHEN THIRSTY 


Haemorrhage is often accom- 
panied by thirst, but observation 
af blood donors showed no in- 
clination on their part to com- 
plain of thls symptom.
